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Report  of  the  Officer  of  Health. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen*, — My  last  Report  contains  the  Vital  Statistics  of-  the  city  of 
Manchester  for  the  years  1872  and  1873.  It  also  contains  a  series  of  tables 
exhibiting  in  the  respective  Registration  Sub-Districts  the  area,  altitude  above 
the  sea,  and  density  of  population  of  each  of  the  Enumeration  Districts  formed 
for  the  purposes  of  the  last  census,  together  with  the  rate  of  mortality  therein. 
These  Enumeration  Districts  contained  at  the  time  of  the  census  on  an  average 
about  one  hundred  houses  each,  and  the  deaths  were  so  distributed  as  to  show 
in  each  of  them  the  average  rate  of  mortality  or  death-rate  per  1,000  persons 
during  the  ten  years  preceding  the  census,  that  is  during  the  decenniad  1861-70. 
The  death-rate  per  1,000  was  also  given  for  the  year  immediately  preceding  the 
census  (1870).  The  tables  were  constructed  to  illustrate  a  map  of  the  city  on 
which  the  boundaries  of  the  Registration  Sub-Districts  and  of  the  Census 
Enumeration  Districts  were  coloured  and  consecutively  numbered  in  accordance 
with  the  first  column  of  the  tables,  so  that  by  reference  to  the  latter  the  details 
of  each  small  block  of  dwellings  for  the  years  above  indicated  could  be  at  once 
ascertained.  A  similar  map,  but  of  more  recent  date,  exhibiting  the  extension 
of  the  inhabited  portion  of  the  city,  accompanies  this  Report;  and,  having 
reference  to  the  same  small  districts,  I  have  constructed  a  series  of  tables 
exhibiting  in  addition  to  that  of  the  average  death-rate  per  1,000  for  the  ten 
years  1861-70,  the  mortality  for  the  succeeding  five  years,  1871-75.  It  was  to 
the  courtesy  of  the  Registrar- General  of  Births,  Deaths,  &c.  in  England  and 
Wales  that  I  was  indebted  for  the  means  of  constructing  the  map  and  the  tables, 
as  he  kindly  permitted  me  to  copy  the  boundaries  of  the  Enumeration  Districts, 
as  well  as  the  results  of  the  enumeration  on  the  completion  of  the  census.  By 
actual  measurement  of  the  area  of  the  respective  districts,  which  was  very 
carefully  done  by  the  surveying  ofiicers  of  my  department,  and  comparison  with 
the  number  of  persons  determined  by  the  census  to  be  living  on  those  areas,  the 
density  of  population  was  easily  determined.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  found 
by  gathering  together  the  deaths  occuring  within  the  boundaries  of  the  respective 
districts.  As  I  felt  it  necessary,  however,  then  to  caution  my  readers  respecting 
some  anomalies  in  the  ten  years’  table,  owing  to  the  destruction  of  dwelling 
houses  to  make  room  for  warehouses,  railway  stations,  and  for  other  purposes, 
by  which  the  population  was  materially  affected,  so  now  also — so  rapid  are  the 
changes  in  some  portions  of  the  city — there  may  be  some  errors  from  fluctuation 
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of  the  population.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  for  the  purpose  of  sanitary 
statistics  we  cannot  have  a  quinquennial  instead  of  a  decennial  estimate  of  the 
population.  Perhaps  a  census  by  local  officers  each  five  years,  even  if  not  quite 
accurate,  would  give  us  much  nearer  approximations  to  the  truth  than  the 
estimates  we  are  obliged  to  form  in  the  absence  of  absolute  data.  I  am  glad  to 
find,  however,  that  my  estimates  of  the  total  population  of  the  city,  on  which  the 
general  death-rates  are  founded,  accord  very  closely  with  those  of  the  Kegistrar- 
General.  Of  the  number  of  deaths  within  the  respective  districts  we  have 
accurate  knowledge ;  and  in  a  large  proportion  of  the  districts  the  population 
changes  so  little  except  in  its  personal  element,  that  the  figures  in  the  tables 
will  be  very  nearly  correct  for  these,  whilst  the  whole  of  them  are  as  near 
approximations  to  the  truth  as  our  knowledge  of  the  population  will  enable  us  to 
make  them.  The  districts  in  Deansgate,  Market-street,  and  London-road 
Kegistration  Districts,  in  which  during  the  latter  part  of  the  last  year  there  has 
been  a  great  destruction  of  dwelling-houses,  will  exhibit  great  anomalies  in  the 
death-rate  for  1875,  and  this  will  also  be  the  case  in  certain  portions  of  Ancoats, 
St.  George,  Ardwick,  Chorlton-on-Medlock,  and  Hulme  Registration  Districts, 
in  which  a  large  number  of  dwelling-houses  has  been  erected  since  the  last 
census. 

In  my  last  Report  I  gave  a  detailed  statement  of  the  mode  in  which  the 
registration  of  births  and  deaths  is  carried  out  in  England  and  Wales,  and  also 
of  the  mode  in  which  at  each  decennial  period  the  census  of  the  population  is 
taken,  and  explained  that  from  the  numbers  obtained  in  the  estimation  of  the 
population,  and  from  the  records  of  the  deaths,  the  rates  of  mortality  are  calcu¬ 
lated;  and  to  this  I  must  refer  for  a  proper  comprehension  of  the  tables  of 
mortality  given  for  the  city  as  well  as  of  those  relating  to  the  infant  mortality 
throughout  the  kingdom. 

The  subjoined  tables  exhibit  the  mortality  within  the  city  of  Manchester 
during  the  successive  years  of  the  Health  Committee’s  existence : —

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Supposing  that  the  deaths  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1875  had  been 
equal  to  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  of 
deaths  for  the  year  would  have  been  9,490,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  27 ’1  per 
1,000;  but  the  excessive  cold  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  abnormally 
raised  the  death-rate,  not  only  in  Manchester,  but  throughout  the  whole  kingdom. 
The  Registrar-General,  in  his  Quarterly  Return  of  Births  and  Deaths,  &c.  for 
January,  February,  and  March,  1875,  states  that  “during  the  first  quarter  of 
“  the  year  162,514  deaths  were  registered  in  England  and  Wales,  equal  to  an 
“  annual  rate  of  27*5  per  1,000,  which  exceeded  the  average  rate  in  the  corre- 
“  spending  period  of  the  ten  years  1865-74  by  3  per  1,000.  During  the  first 
“  quarter  of  each  of  the  37  years,  1838-74,  the  English  death-rate  averaged  24*8 
“  per  1,000,  and  on  only  four  occasions  during  that  period  has  the  death-rate 
“  of  the  first  quarter  of  1875  been  equalled  or  exceeded.  Only  twice  during  the 
“  past  twenty  years  has  the  rate  of  mortality  in  the  first  or  winter  quarter  of  the 
“  year  been  so  high  as  in  the  three  months  now  under  notice.  ...  In  order 
“  to  estimate  the  varying  effect  of  the  cold  weather  upon  the  death-rate  in  different 
“  parts  of  the  country,  it  will  be  useful  to  compare  the  death-rate  prevailing  in 
“  the  first  quarter  with  the  average  rates  during  the  ten  years  1861-70.  In 
“  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of  the  winter  quarter  exceeded  this  average  by 
“  23  per  cent. ;  in  the  eleven  registration  divisions  they  ranged  from  11-9  and 
“  17*1  per  cent. ;  in  London  and  Yorkshire  to  31*3  ;  and  32*4  in  the  North 
“Midland  and  Welsh  divisions.  The  annual  death-rate  last  winter  quarter, 
“  which  averaged  27*5  in  all  England,  ranged  from  23*3  and  24’6  in  the  south- 
“  eastern  and  eastern  to  28’ 6  and  31*4  in  the  Welsh  and  north-western  Regis- 
“  tration  Divisions.  In  Monmouthshire  it  was  30*6,  and  in  Lancashire  32. 
“  In  the  principal  urban  population  of  about  thirteen  and  a  half  millions  of 
“  persons  the  death-rate  averaged  28*9  per  1,000,  or  2-3  in  excess  of  the  mean 
“  rate  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the  ten  years  1865-74  ;  in  the  remaining 
“  or  rural  population  of  about  ten  millions  the  death-rate  did  not  exceed  25 ‘7 
“  per  1,000,  but  the  excess  upon  the  mean  rate  was  equal  to  3*7  per  1,000. 
“  The  excess  in  the  death-rate  last  winter  quarter  upon  the  average  rate  in  the 
“  first  three  months  of  the  ten  previous  years  was  equal  to  8*6  per  cent,  in  the 
“  urban  and  to  16*8  per  cent,  in  the  rural  population.” 

It  thus  appears  that  had  the  ordinary  average  temperature  prevailed  during 
last  winter  quarter,  the  mortality  of  the  year  for  the  city  of  Manchester  would 
probably  have  been  the  lowest  on  record,  and  the  average  death-rate  of  the  last 
four  years  would  have  shown  a  reduction  of  3  per  1,000  over  the  four  preceding 
years. 

During  the  year  1875  within  the  city  of  Manchester,  344  more  persons  died 
from  disease  of  the  lungs  than  in  1874.

During  the  year  1874  there  were  7  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  in  the  Fever 

Hospital  at  Monsall,  of  persons  who  had  been  removed  to  the  Hospital  from  the 
city  of  Manchester,  and  during  1875,  from  the  same  disease,  17  deaths,  raising 
the  mortality  from  this  cause  to  195  in  1874  and  to  194  in  1875. 

The  increase  in  the  total  death-rate  of  the  city  by  the  whole  of  the  deaths 
from  zymotic  diseases  at  the  Monsall  Hospital,  of  persons  removed  from  Man¬ 
chester  in  1874,  is  shown  only  in  the  second  decimal  place  being  expressed  by 
the  figures  0’07.  In  1875  by  the  figures  O’ll. 

Though  a  few  of  the  deaths  from  fever  within  the  city  were  registered  as 
typhus,  yet  it  is  probable  that  all  or  nearly  all  the  cases  were  typhoid.  For 
several  years  past  there  has  been  little  or  no  true  typhus  in  Manchester,  and 
from  the  improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  it  is  not  likely  that  we  shall 
have  many  cases  of  this  grave  form  of  fever,  unless  it  may  invade  us  as  an 
epidemic  finding  its  way  hither  by  commercial  channels  from  Asia  Minor.  It 
appears  that  for  some  time  past  in  the  low  grounds  of  the  Lower  Tigris  and 
Euphrates,  plague — which  is  a  form  of  typhus — has  prevailed  among  the 
inhabitants,  and  at  a  meeting  held  a  little  while  ago  in  London  of  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  others,  some  fear  was  expressed 
that  it  might  reach  this  country.  The  best  way  to  avert  such  a  calamity, 
however,  is  to  push  forward  with  energy  and  activity  our  sanitary  improvements. 
Epidemics  are  God’s  messengers  sent  to  teach  us  our  duties  by  punishing  our 
negligencies. 
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It  has  been  observed  by  the  Registrar  General  that  the  best  test  of  sanitary 
improvement  is  afforded  by  the  statistics  of  fever.  If  this  be  so — and  there  can 
be  little  doubt  of  its  truth — the  steady  and  gradual  decline  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  fever  within  the  city,  viz.,  from  635  per  annum  in  1868,  to  194  in 
1875,  including  the  deaths  in  Monsall  Hospital,  is  a  gratifying  testimony  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Health  Committee,  and  a  great 
encouragement  to  a  continuance  of  the  efforts  by  which  such  a  result  has  been 
achieved.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  several  of  the  cases  that  occurred 
during  last  year  were  imported  into  the  city,  and  were  not  due  to  any  special 
condition  of  the  houses  in  which  they  were  found. 

The  mean  annual  mortality  within  the  city  for  the  four  years,  1868-69-70-71, 
and  the  succeeding  four  years  from  the  diseases  tabulated  in  this  Report,  are 
given  below: —

The  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  during  the  last  four  years, 
the  average  being  660  per  year,  against  938,  the  annual  average  of  the 
proceeding  four  years,  is  also  satisfactory,  as  this  is  especially  a  disease  of  urban 
populations.  Although  the  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  exhibit  a  considerable 
reduction  for  the  year  1875,  yet  it  cannot  be  said  that  we  have  at  present  any 
adequate  means  of  meeting  epidemics  of  this  terrible  destroyer  of  infant  life. 
Nothing  but  early  isolation  of  the  cases  will  afford  any  efficient  check  to  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  in  the  majority  of 
instances  by  removal  of  the  cases  to  hospital.  There  is  probably  no  disease  in 
which  the  benefits  of  large,  airy,  well- ventilated  rooms,  suitable  diet,  and  proper 
stimulants  are  more  apparent  than  in  scarlet  fever,  or^n  which  careful  nursing 
and  warmth  during  convalescence  are  more  essential,  and  these  of  necessity 
can  seldom  be  afforded  in  the  cottages  of  the  working  classes.  It  is  a  disease 

!  which,  like  smallpox,  is  propagated  only  by  infection,  but  against  which  wo 

have  no  such  protection  as  vaccination  affords  -against  the  latter.  In  some 

?  respects  it  is  worse  than  smallpox,  for  if  the  latter  leaves  the  victims,  who 

recover  from  its  attacks  with  scarred  face  and  seared  skins,  scarlet  fever  often 
j  leaves  them  deaf  to  every  future  sound  and  mute  from  loss  of  hearing*  How

few  are  the  houses  that  have  not  suffered  from  this  disease,  and  how  many  a 
wail  has  gone  forth  for  the  loss  of  a  beloved  one  stricken  in  the  full  tide  of 
infantile  health  and  strength !  And  yet  we  go  on  year  by  year  as  if  it  were  an 
inevitable  calamity,  all  the  while  that  its  very  existence  amongst  us  is  due  to  our 
apathy,  indifference,  and,  I  might  say,  penuriousness,  did  not  the  large  sums 
wasted  every  year  on  objects  of  doubtful  utility  or  benevolence  show  how  much 
misdirected  charity  exists  in  our  midst.  Though  propagated  only  by  infection, 
it  is  probably  much  less  infectious  than  smallpox ;  and  a  few  small  and  simple 
hospitals  dotted  about  the  city  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Charities  already 
existing,  to  which  children  could  be  at  once  conveyed,  and  at  which  inquiring 
and  anxious  parents  could  quickly  and  frequently  satisfy  themselves,  would 
suffice  and  keep  it  in  permanent  abeyance.  As  it  is  we  are  almost  entirely 
unprotected.  A  servant  comes  into  our  house  fresh  from  a  place  in  which  the 
disease  exists,  her  box  or  trunk  is  a  focus  of  infection,  and  a  few  days  after  it 
has  been  opened  out  and  she  has  arrayed  herself  in  her  best  garments,  one  of 
the  children  sickens  and  its  flushed  face  and  burning  skin,  mottled  with  scarlet 
patches,  tell  too  truly  what  is  amiss  ;  other  children  are  seized  in  the  same  way, 
or  are  sent  from  home  at  a  great  expense,  and  perhaps  death  comes  to  give 
greater  sadness  to  the  calamity,  and  people  are  full  of  wonder  how  it  could  have 
arisen.  A  child  playing  in  the  street  with  other  children  has  sat  down  by  one 
who  has  been  ill,  and  whose  scaly  skin  and  infected  breath  soon  poison  its  play¬ 
mate.  The  child  becomes  listless  and  heavy,  then  hot  and  feverish,  and  the 
servant  out  of  place  pities  and  nurses  it,  and  seeks  a  fresh  situation  and  takes 
the  poison  with  her.  How  the  first  child  got  it  is  perhaps  unknown ;  it  may 
have  been  from  another  playmate  or  in  an  omnibus,  or  at  church  or  at  school. 
But  had  the  first  one  been  isolated  and  kept  from  communication  with  others 
till  quite  recovered,  and  its  scarf-skin  changed,  all  the  others  would  have  been 
saved.  The  cost  of  half-a-dozen  small  hospitals  would  be  trifling  compared  with 
the  great  objects  to  be  accomplished, — the  salvation  of  four  hundred  to  six  hundred 
lives  yearly  in  the  city  alone,  to  say  nothing  of  the  suburbs, — the  relief  on  the  part 
of  the  wealthier  classes  from  the  constant  dread  of  having  it  brought  into  their 
own  dwellings,  and  the  saving  of  the  great  expense  which  the  deaths  of  so  great 
a  number  of  children  must  entail,  implying  as  it  does  not  less  than  nearly  5,000 
cases  of  illness. 

From  £2,000.  to  £3,000.  would  probably  be  the  full  cost  of  each  hospital. 
No  doubt  resistance  would  be  offered  on  the  part  of  persons  whose  interests 
they  conceived  would  be  opposed  to  any  site  selected,  and  sentimental  fears 
would  be  expressed,  but  it  is  as  well  to  say,  once  for  all,  that  there  is  no  danger 
whatever  to  a  neighbourhood  from  such  an  hospital.  All  experience  is  opposed 
to  such  an  idea.  The  old  Fever  Wards  in  Aytoun-street,  which  stood  there 
very  many  years,  held  100  beds.  The  building  was  environed  by  narrow  streets, 
the  houses  in  which  were  nearly  all  lodging  houses,  and  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  was  ever  known  to  have  occurred  in  these  houses.  The  occupiers  and 
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lodgers  had  no  fear  whatever,  and  rents  were  certainly  not  reduced  by  the 
presence  of  the  Fever  Wards  in  their  midst.  I  attended  the  Institution  many 
years  myself,  and  had  friends  lodging  in  the  surrounding  and  adjacent  streets. 
The  great  hospital  at  Hampstead,  from  which  no  infection  has  ever  spread, ' 
affords  another  proof  how  groundless  are  the  fears  entertained  respecting  these 
invaluable  institutions. 

The  subjoined  table  shows  that  the  heaviest  winter  quarters  of  the  four  years 
1872-73-74-75,  were  those  of  1873  and  1875,  whilst  the  average  rates  of 
mortality  for  the  spring,  summer,  and  autumn  quarters,  subjoined,  stand  thus: —

The  rates  for  1872  and  1875  are  nearly  equal,  the  slight  difference  being  in 
favour  of  the  year  1875.  Now  the  rate  of  mortality  for  1872  was  perhaps  the 
lowest  known  for  Manchester  since  accurate  records  of  the  deaths  have  been 
kept.  The  average  for  the  three  quarters  of  the  whole  four  years  is  27*19.

The  deaths  from  measles  (not  taking  into  account  the  amount  of  population) 
were  most  numerous  in  1874  in  the  Districts  of  Ancoats  and  St.  George’s,  and 
in  1875  in  Hulme  and  Chorlton-upon-Medlock  ;  the  months  in  which  the  largest 
mortality  occurred  in  1874,  June  and  December,  and  in  1875,  April  and  May; 
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the  largest  number  of  deaths  in  proportion  to  the  population  in  the  districts  of 
London-road,  Ancoats,  Deansgate,  and  Ardwick  in  1874,  and  in  Chorlton-upon- 
Medlock,  Hulme,  Market-street,  Ancoats,  and  London-road  in  1875.  From 
whooping  cough  the  largest  number  of  deaths  in  St.  George’s,  Ancoats,  and 
Hulme  in  1874,  and  in  the  same  Districts  in  1875,  and  the  heaviest  mortality 
in  the  months  of  August,  May,  and  December  in  1874,  and  in  January, 
February,  and  May  in  1875 ;  the  highest  rate  of  mortality  in  St.  George’s, 
Ancoats,  and  Ardwick.  From  fever  the  largest  fatality  in  Hulme,  Ancoats,  and 
St.  George’s  in  1874,  and  in  Hulme,  St.  George’s,  and  Chorlton-upon-Medlock 
in  1875 ;  the  heaviest  mortalit}'’  in  September,  November,  and  December  in 
1874,  and  in  October,  December,  November,  January,  and  February  in  1875  ; 
and  the  highest  rate  in  London-road,  Ardwick,  and  Ancoats  in  1874,  and  in  St. 
George’s,  Hulme,  Ancoats,  and  Chorlton  in  1875.  Scarlet  fever  was  most  fatal 
in  Hulme,  Ancoats,  and  St.  George’s  in  1874 ;  in  St.  George’s,  Hulme,  and .. 
Ardwick  in  1875;  and  in  the  months  of  October,  January,  December,  and 
August  in  1874  ;  December,  October,  and  November  in  1875  ;  the  highest 
death-rates  being  in  Ancoats,  Hulme,  Deansgate,  and  London-road  in  1874 ; 
and  in  St.  George’s,  Ardwick,  and  Cheetham  in  1875. 

As  the  causes  of  infantile  diarrhoea  are  pretty  constant,  the  relative  mortality 
in  the  different  districts  from  this  disease  might  be  expected  to  be  nearly  the 
same  in  both  years,  and  this  we  find  to  be  the  case.

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The  highest  rates  of  mortality  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  (31*3  and  29*2) 
for  both  the  years  1874  and  1875,  were  found  in  Ancoats  District,  and  the  next 
(29*0  and  27*3)  in  London-road  District. 

The  highest  rates  from  the  five  zymotic  diseases — measles,  smallpox,  whoop¬ 
ing  cough,  scarlatina,  and  fever  (typhoid)  in  Ancoats  and  London-road  Districts 
during  1874,  and  in  St.  George’s,  Ancoats,  Hulme,  and  Ardwick  during  1875. 
I  omit  the  mention  of  Market-street  District  because  it  contains  the  Workhouse 
Hospital  and  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

The  total  rate  per  1,000  from  zymotic  diseases  in  the  city  during  the  year 
1874,  was  3'2.  During  the  year  1875,  the  rate  had  declined  to  2’8. 

The  total  rate  from  non-zymotic  diseases  for  1874  was  24-9,  and  for  1875  the 
rate  was  25*7. 

The  districts  of  Ancoats  and  London-road  exhibited  the  highest  rates  of 
mortality  from  non-zymotic  diseases  for  both  years. 

The  high  numbers  of  the  Market-street  District  in  both  the  subjoined  tables 
are  due  to  the  inclusion  of  the  two  large  hospitals  : —

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In  the  first  part  of  this  Report  I  referred  to  a  series  of  tables  constructed  to 
illustrate  a  map  of  the  city,  divided  into  very  small  districts,  averaging  about 
one  hundred  houses  each,  and  of  which  the  approximate  population  was  in 
most  instances  known.  These  tables  and  the  map  appeared  in  the  Report 
for  the  years  1872  and  1873.  The  deaths  which  had  occurred  within  the  city 
were  distributed  into  their  respective  districts,  and  thus  the  rate  of  mortality  for 
these  small  blocks  of  dwellings  could  be  calculated.  By  this  method  a  means 
of  comparing  the  different  rates  of  mortality  in  small  portions  of  the  city  was 
obtained,  and  the  effect  of  sanitary  improvement  (if  any)  could  in  the  future  be 
determined. 

For  the  present  Report  I  have  compiled  a  set  of  tables,  exhibiting  in  each 
Registrar’s  Sub-District  of  the  city  the  rate  of  mortality  in  each  of  the  small 
districts  numbered  in  the  Registration  Maps  of  the  city  appended,  and  which 
served  as  Enumeration  Districts  under  the  last  census.  The  tables  are  in  three 
columns ;  the  figures  in  the  first  refer  to  the  numbers  on  the  Map  in  the 
respective  Registration  Districts,  the  names  of  which  are  printed  on  the  Map, 
and  at  the  head  of  the  respective  tables  ;  the  second  column  exhibits  the  average 
death-rate  per  1,000  during  the  10  years  preceding  the  census — 1861  to  1870  ; 
and  the  third  the  average  death-rate  per  1,000  for  the  five  years  following  the 
census — 1871  to  1875. 

In  the  Map  the  Registration  Districts  are  distinctly  coloured,  so  as  to  exhibit 
their  boundaries  and  area,  and  the  small  Enumeration  or  Sanitary  Districts  have 
their  boundaries  described  in  strong  black  lines,  and  are  numbered.  The  third 
column,  giving  the  average  death-rate  of  the  last  five  years,  represents,  for  the 
most  part,  a  very  satisfactory  diminution  of  the  rate  of  mortality  as  compared 
with  that  of  the  preceding  ten  years  in  the  second  column.  Nevertheless  I 
must  again  call  attention  to  the  anomalies  caused  by  fluctuations  of  population 
or  by  permanent  increase  or  decrease.  A  study  of  the  map  will,  however,  show 
where  any  considerable  changes  are  likely  to  have  taken  place,  and  this  study 
will  be  assisted  by  an  examination  of  the  Supplementary  Map. 

The  Map  and  Tables  have  been  very  serviceable  in  testing  the  result  of 
[  sanitary  improvement.  There  was  a  district  in  Ardwick  in  which  the  death- 
rate  was  high,  though  the  streets  were  clean  and  well- paved,  the  houses  of  a 
fairly  good  class  for  cottage  houses,  and  inhabited  apparently  by  respectable 
artizans.  There  were  no  cellar  dwellings,  and  had  been  none  for  years  past,  if 
I  ever.  There  was  no  apparent  cause  for  a  high  relative  mortality,  except  the 
foul  condition  of  the  cesspools,  which  were  reeking  with  fluid  matter,  and  the 
I  stench  from  which  filled  the  houses.  The  closets  have  been  reconstructed,  the 
cesspools  abolished,  the  saturated  soil  removed  and  the  cavities  filled  up,  and 
the  death-rate  has  come  down  in  five  years  by  3‘6  per  1,000.  Instances  of  the 
same  kind  have  been  very  numerous.

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The  relative  infant  mortality  was  so  much  higher  in  1874  than  in  1875  that 
the  local  differences  cannot  be  entirely  explained  by  the  undue  exposure  of  the 
young  to  the  effect  of  climatic  changes,  for  it  was  during  the  spring  quarter  of 
the  latter  year  that  the  severe  weather  caused  so  large  an  increase  in  the  general 
mortality  throughout  the  kingdom ;  whilst  yet  the  relative  mortality  under  five 
years  of  age  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  was  less  in  1875  than  in  1874  in  the 
Districts  of  Ancoats,  St.  George’s,  Ardwick,  and  Cheetham,  although  the  rate 
of  mortality  at  all  ages  was  almost  uniformly  considerably  higher  in  1875  than 
in  1874. 

It  is  probable  that  the  rate  of  infant  mortality  is  largely  influenced  by  the 
habits  and  occupations  of  the  people,  as  well  as  by  circumstances  of  local 
position.  In  the  Manchester  Districts,  in  which  the  highest  mortality  occurs 
amongst  the  children,  the  mothers  are  mostly  engaged  in  out-door  labour,  and 
the  children  are  left  to  the  care  of  ignorant  nurses  or  of  other  children  a  little 
older  than  themselves.  Improper  food,  want  of  breast-milk,  opium,  and  general 
neglect  are  the  chief  causes  of  the  high  mortality.

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In  Ancoats  Registration  District  the  mean  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  and 
from  all  causes  for  the  years  1874  and  1875  was  1,549.

The  first  set  of  diseases,  causing  166  deaths,  were  due  entirely  to  the  exposure 

of  the  children  to  infection ;  the  second,  third,  and  fourth,  causing  362  deaths, 

largely  to  improper  and  innutritions  food,  assisted  possibly  by  opium ;  and  the 

fifth,  causing  133  deaths,  to  undue  exposure  to  cold  and  rain. 

« 

In  my  last  Report  I  published  a  table  exhibiting  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
Society  of  Friends  under  five  years  of  age  and  at  all  ages ;  also  the  proportion 
per  cent,  which  the  deaths  under  and  over  five  years  bear  to  each  other,  from 
which  it  appeared,  that  during  the  15  years  ending  1872,  4,959  deaths  at  all 
ages  took  place  within  the  Society,  and  that  of  this  number  611  or  12*4  per 
cent,  occurred  in  children  under  five  years.  Out  of  a  similar  number  of  deaths 
(4,959)  in  Ancoats,  under  ordinary  circumstances  2,686  would  have  been  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  of  which  number,  had  the  children  been  born 
amongst  the  Society  of  Friends,  only  611  would  have  died.  Shall  it  be  said 
that  the  difference  or  the  deaths  of  2,075  children  were  due  to  the  exigencies 
of  their  social  position  ?  How  many  of  the  lives  would  have  been  saved  by 
local  hospitals  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases, — by  care  in  screening 
the  children  from  cold  and  wet, — by  clean  and  well-ventilated  houses,  and  by 
proper  and  suitable  diet,  chiefly  the  mother’s  breast-milk,  and  by  the  warmth 
of  the  mother’s  body  communicated  to  her  infant !

General,  and  shows  the  infant  mortality  from  all  causes  per  100,000  persons 
living  during  the  ten  years,  1851  to  1860,  and  the  succeeding  ten  years,  1861

The  table  deserves  careful  study.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  figures  for  the  two 
decenniads  do  not  exactly  correspond,  nor  are  the  figures  exhibiting  the  mor¬ 
tality  under  five  years  and  under  one  year  always  accordant :  thus,  in  Sedburgh, 
the  rate  of  mortality  under  five  years,  during  the  decenniad  1851-1860,  was 
3,261,  and  under  one  year  9,636,  whilst  the  rate  under  five  years,  during  the 
second  decenniad,  1861-1870,  was  3,000,  and  under  one  year  8,810.  The 
relative  position,  also,  of  a  good  many  places  in  the  second  table  (the  decenniad 
1861-1870)  would  have  to  be  considerably  changed  if  the  numbers  representing 
the  relative  mortality  were  to  be  placed  in  consecutive  order.  It  is,  however, 
gratifying  to  find,  when  looking  amongst  the  higher  rates  towards  the  end  of 
the  table,  that  in  many  of  our  northern  towns  considerable  amelioration  has 
taken  place.  In  Manchester  the  figures  for  the  first  decenniad  were  respectively 
11,724  and  26,125,  and  for  the  second  decenniad  11,188  and  25-077.  The 
following  towns  also  exhibit  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  relative  amount  of 
infant  mortality : — Oldham,  Stockport,  Bolton,  Salford,  Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Bury,  Rochdale,  and  Macclesfield.  An  increase,  however,  is  observed  in 
Burnley,  Wigan,  Blackburn,  and  Preston. 

In  some  of  the  agricultural  districts  which  showed  a  very  high  rate  during 
the  first  decenniad,  a  considerable  decline  in  the  numbers  is  also  observable, 
which  may  perhaps  be  fairly  attributable  to  improved  drainage  and  to  the  better 
wages  received  by  agricultural  labourers  during  part  of  the  decenniad.  In  my 
last  report  I  treated  the  subject  of  infant  mortality  very  fully,  and  gave  such  an 
account  of  the  possible  influence  of  the  topographical  features  and  the 
geological  substructure  of  different  portions  of  the  kingdom,  together  with  such 
statistics  of  rainfall  and  temperature,  as  I  thought  might  give  a  special  interest 
to  the  figures  in  the  table,  the  four  first  columns  of  which  were  appended  to 
the  report.  The  differences  in  the  numbers  in  the  two  periods  which  may  be 
compared  in  the  present  table  point  very  especially  to  the  injurious  effects  of 
increased  density  of  population  in  some  districts  which  have  hitherto  had  a  very 
low  mortality. 

The  Artizans’  and  Labourers’  Dwellings  Act,  intended  by  its  framer  to  effect 
the  destruction  of  the  “  rookeries  ”  and  “  fever  nests  ”  of  large  cities,  and  the 
removal  of  the  wretched  dwellings  in  which  for  many  generations  much  of  the 
urban  population  of  this  kingdom  has  been  housed,  has  already  been  brought 
into  beneficial  operation  in  several  of  our  large  towns,  and  arrangements  are 
contemplated,  or  in  course  of  execution,  for  the  application  of  its  powers  by  the 
sanitary  authorities  controlling  the  interests  of  some  of  our  densest  populations. 
In  every  great  community  there  exist,  no  doubt,  masses  of  buildings  dilapidated, 
crowded  together  on  the  smallest  possible  area,  rank  with  the  exhalations  from 
living  animal  bodies  and  decomposing  organic  matters,  and  which  are  scarcely 
capable  of  improvement  or  amendment ;  whose  destruction  would  be  a  civic 
benefit,  and  to  deal  with  which  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Act  are  of  the 
utmost  importance  and  value.  Beyond  all  question  it  is  a  step  in  the  right 
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direction,  and  in  its  ultimate  results  will  accomplish  an  enormous  amount  of 
good.  Nevertheless  in  great  commercial  towns  there  are  piles  of  worthless 
buildings — tenements  of  the  worst  class,  the  sites  of  which  can  never  again 
probably  be  occupied  by  Vv’orkmen’s  cottages ;  buildings  that  are  allowed  to  run 
out  of  repair,  and  whose  salubrity  is  little  cared  for,  inasmuch  as  they  are  only 
permitted  to  exist  and  to  be  occupied  till  the  tide  of  commerce  shall  reach  and 
sweep  them  away.  The  land  near  which  they  stand  has  become  so  valuable 
that  the  annual  pence  per  yard  has  swollen  into  shillings  and  the  shillings  into 
pounds.  Palatial  shops  and  warehouses,  vast  mills  and  manufactories,  rear 
themselves  aloft  from  sites  where  a  few  years,  or  even  months,  ago  multitudes 
of  human  beings  huddled  together  in  narrow  alleys,  crowded  courts,  and 
pestiferous  streets.  The  exigencies  of  commerce  have  done  more  to  sweep  away 
the  old  fever  dens  of  Manchester  than  could  have  been  accomplished  within  the 
same  period  by  any  of  the  requirements  of  sanitary  legislation.  Few,  I  imagine, 
even  of  our  own  citizens,  will  be  prepared  for  the  second  map  which  accompanies 
this  Report,  all  the  red -coloured  portions  of  which  represent  sites  occupied  for 
the  purposes  of  commerce  as  lock-up  shops,  warehouses,  mills,  workshops,  &c., 
or  by  buildings  devoted  to  ecclesiastical  or  other  public  purposes.  In  a  word, 
no  portion  of  the  map  coloured  red  is  occupied  by  residential  property.  A  line 
drawn  along  the  river  Irwell  from  New  Bridge-street,  in  Strangeways,  to  its 
junction  with  the  Medlock,  along  the  latter  river  to  Pin  Mill  Brow,  then  along 
Great  Ancoats-street,  Swan-street,  Miller’s-lane,  and  Ducie-street  to  New  Bridge- 
street  again,  will  include  an  area  comprehending  nearly  the  w’hole  of  old  Man¬ 
chester,  and  so  covered  with  commercial  property  that  only  in  the  district  of 
Deansgate  south  of  Bridge-street,  in  some  portions  of  London-road,  and  of  the 
Cathedral  districts,  can  streets  be  found  yet  occupied  by  a  working  population. 
Great  patches  of  red  will  be  observed  also  to  cover  sites  in  Ancoats,  Ardwick,  and 
St.  George’s  districts,  with  others  in  Cheetham,  Hulme,  and  Chorlton-on-Medlock. 

It  is  clear  that  within  the  boundaries  formed  by  the  Irwell,  Medlock,  and 
Great  Ancoats-street,  forming  the  greater  part  of  the  township  of  Manchester, 
the  time  has  gone  by  when  cottages  can  be  displaced  for  other  cottages,  or  even 
for  the  lofty  piles  of  dwellings  for  the  artisan,  which  have  figured  so  prominently 
in  the  schemes  for  the  amelioration  of  his  social  and  sanitary  condition. 

Looking  at  the  displacement  of  population  by  the  widening  of  streets,  the 
clearance  of  ground  for  railway  purposes,  the  destruction  of  cottage  property  to 
make  way  for  commercial  structures,  and  the  closing  of  cellar  dwellings,  it  may 
be  supposed  that  the  dispersed  population  has  sought  to  house  itself  in  the 
neighbouring  dwellings,  and  that  much  overcrowding  is  the  necessary  result  of 
the  changes  which  are  taking  place.  But  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  is 
not  so.  The  regulations  of  the  Nuisance  Committee  of  the  Corporation,  both  in 
regard  to  common  lodging  houses  and  to  those  in  which  rooms  are  let  off  to 
distinct  families,  are  such  as  to  prevent  any  great  amount  of  overcrowding  in 
individual  houses,  and  though  it  may  be  that  some  evasion  of  these  regulations 
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may  be  practised,  yet  on  the  whole,  through  the  active  survey  of  the  Inspectors, 
it  is  probable  that  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  are  fairly  carried  out.  The 
average  number  of  persons  per  house  throughout  the  city  at  the  last  census  is 
at  about  5^.  In  1773,  according  to  Dr.  Percival,  the  number  of  persons  to  a 
house  was  more  than  6^,  and  at  each  census  for  a  long  time  past  a  small 
decennial  decline  has  been  observed. 

There  is  a  constant  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  more  respectable  artizans  to 
leave  the  older  parts  of  the  city  and  to  seek  the  nearer  suburbs,  so  that 
gradually  the  old  houses  become  filled  with  the  poorest  of  the  population,  as  well 
perhaps  as  with  the  idlest,  most  intemperate  and  vicious,  and  thus  it  is  that  the 
inhabitants  of  certain  portions  of  the  city  are  becoming  continually  deteriorated. 
Mixed  with  these  is  a  considerable  body  of  a  better  class  engaged  in  factory 
labour,  but  whose  very  pursuits  occupying  them  from  home  the  greater  part  of 
the  day,  lead  to  neglect  of  their  children.  These  are  the  classes  which  furnish 
the  highest  death-rate,  especially  amongst  the  young  children. 

The  portions  of  the  map  which  are  coloured  green  represent  house  property 
which  has  been  erected  since  the  year  1831.  Most  of  this  is  found  in  the 
townships  of  Hulme,  Chorlton-upon-Medlock,  and  Ardwick,  and  shows  the  great 
extension  of  the  city  on  its  southern  side  within  the  last  forty  years.  The  houses 
are  for  the  most  part  cottages  of  various  size  and  character,  and  occupied  by 
artizans,  clerks,  and  others  in  receipt  of  moderate  wages.  The  outer  parts  of 
Ancoats,  St.  George’s,  and  Cheetham  Districts  have  within  the  last  few  years 
been  covered  also  to  a  large  extent  with  streets  of  cottages.  However  com* 
modious  many  of  these  may  appear  to  be  outside,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  their 
flimsy  structure  makes  them  little  healthy  within.  Over  the  erection  of  a  great 
number  “  King  Jerry”  has  reigned  supreme,  and  many  of  them  are  permanently 
damp  and  pervious  to  every  storm. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  anything  in  the  life  -and  condition  of  a  respectable 
artizan  and  his  family  which  is  not  conducive  to  health  and  longevity  if  they 
be  only  properly  lodged.  I  have  been  much  interested  in  observing  the  death- 
rate  and  its  causes  in  a  number  of  houses  which  were  built  by  a  society  of 
working  men  for  their  own  dwelling  and  for  their  friends,  a  few  years  ago.  As 
they  were  occupied  in  various  trades,  some  of  these  were  built  by  their  own 
hands,  and  all  of  them  under  their  inspection,  so  that  they  were  well  built,  with 
proper  attention  to  drainage,  ventilation,  convenience,  and  quality  of  materials 
and  work.  The  first  lot  consists  of  about  sixty  houses,  and  the  death-rate  has 
been  12*7  per  1,000  inhabitants.  I  know  nothing  more  favourable  than  this  in 
any  class  of  society.  Of  course  it  implies  the  receipt  of  comfortable  wages,  and 
that  the  winner  spends  them  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  his  family,  instead  of 
wasting  them  in  drink.  Nevertheless,  the  figures  show  that  the  way  in  which 
these  men  live  in  the  houses  w'hich  they  have  built  for  themselves  and  occupy, 
places  them  in  sanitary  condition  equal  to  any  class  in  the  community.  The 
houses  are  in  Chorlton-upon-Medlock. 
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The  district  xcithin  the  citify  in  which  the  “Artizans  and  Labourers’  Dwellings 
“Act”  may  be  put  into  operation  with  most  benefit  to  the  inhabitants,  is  that  of 
Ancoats.  It  contains  the  largest  number  of  inhabitants  engaged  in  immediately 
local  occupations,  and  to  whom  residence  in  close  vicinity  to  their  work  is  most 
essen  <.al.  The  houses  over  considerable  areas  are  old  and  poor,  and  the  courts 
numerous. 

Having  regard,  however,  to  the  larger  clearances  of  house  property  from  year 
to  year,  and  the  continued  encroachment  on  the  occupied  portions  of  the  city, 

I  nm  of  opinion  that  the  largest  amount  of  good  would  be  done,  especially  to 
the  artizan  class,  by  the  erection  of  suburban  villages  with  tramways  into  the 
city.  No  doubt  these  villages  could  be  built  by  the  working  men  themselves 
if  they  chose  to  do  it,  as  has  been  shown  them  already ;  but  failing  that,  a 
company  would  probably  find  the  undertaking  profitable  when  tramways  had 
been  established. 

What  is  wanted  is,  that  the  new  houses  shall  not  be  worse  than  the  old  ones, 
but  built  with  a  due  regard  to  sanitary  requirements,  warm,  comfortable, 
ventilated  and  dry,  and  not  merely  to  make  profit  for  the  “jerry”  builders. 

The  closing  of  the  cellar  dwellings  led  necessarily  to  the  neglect,  to  some 
extent,  of  the  areas  of  approach,  and  accumulations  were  formed  of  vegetable 
and  other  refuse,  either  from  the  houses  above  or  from  other  sources.  As  it 
has  been  found  difficult  to  keep  these  spaces  clean,  the  Corporation  has 
endeavoured,  from  the  time  when  the  cellars  were  first  closed,  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  owners  of  the  respective  properties  for  the  filling  up  of  the  areas, 
the  cellars  in  most  instances  having  been  connected  by  internal  stairs  with  the 
house  above.  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Mullin,  of  the  Paving  Department,  that 
219  cellar  areas  have  been  filled  up  and  flagged  over  during  the  years  1874  and 
1875. 

During  the  same  period  15  private  slaughter-houses  have  been  closed  within 
he  city.  As  the  Markets  Committee  grant  no  fresh  licences,  and  the  old  ones 
are  from  time  to  time  removed  to  make  way  for  other  buildings,  some  few  also 
being  closed  from  their  bad  state  or  unsuitable  position,  it  is  probable  that  in  a 
few  years  there  will  be  no  private  slaughter  houses  left  in  the  city.  To  meet  the 
convenience  of  the  butchers  it  may  at  some  time  be  thought  desirable  to  erect 
public  slaughter  houses  on  the  north-east  side  of  the  city. 

The  abolition  of  cess-pits  has  been  steadily  proceeded  with.  During  the  past 
two  years  14,400  of  these  have  been  cleared  out,  the  adjacent  and  subjacent 
soil,  so  far  as  it  may  have  been  affected  by  infiltration,  removed,  all  connection 
with  the  drains  or  sewers  entirel}'  cut  off,  the  cavities  filled  up,  and  dry  closets 
erected  over  them.  Taking  into  account  the  number  of  old  privies  dealt  with 
by  the  Health  Committee  since  the  commencement  of  its  operations,  it  is  pro¬ 
bable  that  during  the  past  year  about  three  millions  of  gallons  of  urine,  together 
with  the  dissolved  and  suspended  foecal  matters  always  accompanying  it  to  the 
sewers  under  the  old  system,  have  been  diverted  from  the  drains  and  sewers  of 
the  city. 
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The  diversion  of  so  large  a  quantity  of  putrescible  and,  under  the  old  system, 
of  putrescent  matter  from  the  drains  and  sewers  must  make  a  great  difference 
in  the  condition  of  these,  the  function  of  which  will  in  a  few  years  be  mainly  to 
carry  rain  water  and  house  slop-water  to  the  rivers,  so  far  as  large  portions  of 
the  inhabited  parts  of  Manchester  may  be  concerned.  Some  time  ago  I  caused 
shafts  to  be  sunk  down  to  the  sewers  in  a  district  where  only  the  new  form  of 
closets  existed,  my  object  being  to  see  what  amount  of  deposit  existed  in  the 
sewers,  and  what  was  its  character.  I  found  about  an  inch  only  of  grey- 
coloured  silt,  the  liquid  contents  of  the  sewer  flowing  steadily  forward.  About 
six  or  seven  years  ago  I  sank  down  shafts  to  a  very  large  number  of  sewers, 
and  opened  a  considerable  number  of  yard  and  passage  drains.  1  found  the 
greatest  proportion  of  them  blocked  up  almost  to  the  vertex  of  the  arch  with  a 
strong  black  cement,  stiffer  than  mortar,  and  composed  of  fine  ash,  small 
particles  of  coal,  and  cinders,  cemented  together  by  foecal  matter,  so  that  the 
drains  were  practically  useless,  much  of  the  water  of  yards  and  passages 
escaping  by  overflow.  I  believe  that  gi'adually  the  whole  of  this  solid  matter 
will  be  removed,  as  no  increment  to  its  bulk  can  take  place  under  the  new 
system,  whilst  the  water  of  every  storm  must  carry  forward  some  small  portion 
of  the  accumulated  matter.  In  this  way  a  ver}^  large  expense  to  the  Corporation 
may  be  saved  in  the  cleaning  out  of  the  drains,  which  has  hitherto  been  not 
only  a  very  costly  operation,  but  one  entailing  an  intolerable  nuisance  on  the 
inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood  in  which  it  has  been  carried  on. 

With  the  improvement  of  the  sewage  the  rivers  also  must  benefit,  for  it  is 
obvious  that  a  sewage  from  which  nearly  all  the  excretal  matter  of  a  population 
is  excluded  must  afi’ect  very  differently  the  water  of  a  river  from  that  which 
contains  as  its  chief  burden  the  whole  of  the  excreta,  solid  and  liquid,  of  the 
people.  The  problem  connected  with  the  pollution  of  rivers  is  partially 
receiving  ils  solution  in  Manehester.  The  further  purification  of  the  sew.ige, 
when  our  alterations  of  closets  shall  have  been  completed,  will  be  a  very  different 
matter  from  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  of  a  water-closet  or  of  a  privy  town. 
Into  this  subject,  as  well  as  into  the  specialities  and  principles  of  construction 
of  the  closets  adopted  by  the  Health  Committee,  I  entered  so  fully  in  my  last 
Report  that  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  go  into  further  detail  in  this. 

During  the  year  ending  August  31st,  1875,  the  total  amount  of  refuse  collected 
within  the  city  by  the  Health  Committee  weighed  147,097  tons,  being  16,630  tons 
more  than  had  been  removed  during  the  previous  year  ;  whilst  of  this  quantity 
6,349  tons  less  were  carted  to  the  “tips”  than  in  the  previous  year. 

An  approximation  to  the  composition  of  the  material  collected  may  be  derived 
from  the  following  analysis  of  a  single  week’s  collection  in  November  last  (2,820 
tons)  by  Mr.  Superintendent  Whiley  : —

Of  these  materials,  the  dead  animals,  slaughter-house  refuse,  and  a  portion  of 
the  foecal  matter  and  fine  ashes  are  incorporated  together  by  grinding,  together 
with  a  considerable  quantity  of  putrid  fish,  and  formed  into  manure,  the 
ammonia  being  converted  into  a  sulphate  as  it  is  evolved.  The  mixture  is 
saturated  with  urine,  a  portion  of  which  has  undergone  concentration.  Of  this 
manure  1,476  tons  were  manufactured  and  sold  last  year. 

The  broken  pots,  bottles  and  glass,  bass  and  slag,  fine  coal,  and  a  portion  of 
the  cinders,  with  similar  matters,  are  ground  up  with  sand  and  lime  into  mortar 
of  excellent  quality,  and  of  this  3,500  tons  were  sold  last  year. 

The  old  iron  and  tins  can  be  readily  disposed  of,  as  the  demand  is  considerable, 
probably  for  the  manufacture  of  copperas,  for  which  scrap-iron  is  used. 

The  rags  and  paper  are  scarcely  in  sufficient  quantity  at  present  for  full 
utilization,  but  as  the  new  system  becomes  developed  they  will  be  better  worth 
the  trouble  of  separation.  The  woollen  rags  with  old  leather  (as  boots  and  shoes) 
may  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  prussiate  of  potass.  The  paper,  of  which 
there  is  about  a  ton  weekly,  and  for  which  at  first  we  had  a  fair  sale,  the  purchaser 
says  is  scarcely  yet  in  sufficient  quantity  for  him. 

For  the  articles  included  under  “Vegetable  refuse”  we  have  at  present  no 
use,  and  we  believe  that  the  best  thing  to  do  with  them  is  to  reduce  their  volume 
by  burning  or  by  carbonisation.  The  ash  or  charcoal  may  be  used  as  absorbents 
for  the  liquid  excreta. 

The  cinders  are  utilized  as  fuel  for  heating  the  boiler  which  drives  the 
machinery,  and  for  other  evaporative  or  heating  purposes,  and  their  bulk  is  thus 
largely  reduced. 

The  material  which  is  removed  from  the  old  closets  as  “night  soil”  has  still 
to  be  disposed  of  as  an  inferior  and  cheap  kind  of  manure.  The  quantity  of  this 
IS  still  at  present  necessarily  very  large,  but  the  arrangements  made  by  the 
Health  Committee  have  enabled  them  to  get  rid  of  it  hitherto  almost  as  fast  as 
it  has  been  received.  The  Committee  has  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  not  be 
incommoded  by  the  pressure  of  any  considerable  quantity  of  refuse  matter  on  its 
premises  during  the  summer  months. 
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As  the  system  under  which  the  Health  Committee  is  acting  in^treating  the 
refuse  matters  of  the  city  becomes  more  fully  developed,  and  the  machinery 
more  perfect,  the  difficulties  which  always  attend  a  state  of  transition  will  vanish. 
The  mere  bulk  of  the  material  that  we  have  had  to  deal  with  has  been  a 
difficulty  in  itself,  but  this  we  can  grapple  with.  The  cinders,  amounting  at 
certain  seasons  to  1,344  tons  weekly,  can  be  reduced  by  burning  to  800  tons — 
doing  good  work  in  the  burning — and  the  ashes  into  which  they  will  be  converted 
will  be  valuable  for  mortar  and  as  an  absorbent  for  manure.  The  solid  organic 
matters  of  animal  origin  can  be  all  completely  deodorised  and  converted  into 
manure ;  the  matters  of  vegetable  origin  can  be  burned  with'enormous  reduction 
of  volume,  and  the  ash  or  carbon  used  as  an  absorbent.  The  urine  which  so 
preponderates  relatively  to  the  solid  matter  in  the  summer  months,  instead  of 
running  into  the  rivers  or  the  sewers,  can  now  be  evaporated  rapidly  and  at  a 
low  temperature,  so  as  to  preserve  its  qualities  and  its  bulk  be  reduced  to  a 
convenient  quantity. 

The  first  consideration  in  all  our  work  is  a  sanitary  one ;  the  first  object,  to 
get  away  from  the  dwellings  of  the  people  and  from  their  out-buildings  whatever 
matters  may  become  nuisances,  injurious  to  health ;  to  remove  all  effete  matters 
before  they  have  time  to  decompose ;  to  keep  from  the  drains  and  the  sewers 
whatever  may  give  rise  to  injurious  gases,  and  to  surround  the  dwellings  with 
an  atmosphere  which  however  fuliginous  it  may  be,  shall  not  be  filled  with 
putrescent  germs  ;  and  we  are  not  without  hope  that  this  may  be  accomplished 
with  such  a  utilisation  of  the  material  removed  as  may  ultimately  go  far  to  repay 
the  cost  of  its  removal. 

No  doubt,  when  all  is  done  the  people  will  still  live  in  unhealthy  houses,  but 
they  will  be  better  than  they  were,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  wait  until  the 
operation  of  the  “Artizans  and  Labourers’  Dwellings  Act”  has  furnished  the 
working  class  with  more  commodious  and  more  healthy  dwellings.  What  we 
have  already  done  has  not  only  improved  the  general  health,  but  it  has  made  the 
people  more  cleanly  and  improved  the  sense  of  decency.'  Nothing  could  be 
more  revolting  and  destructive  to  all  sense  of  decency  than  the  old,  open, 
door-less,  and  filthy  privies,  a  rail  for  a  seat,  and  a  seething  foetid  cesspool 
below. 

I  have  stated  that  in  an  outlying  district  of  the  city  there  are  artizans’  houses 
in  which  the  death-rate  is  little  more  than  12  per  thousand,  and  that  these 
houses  have  been  erected  to  a  considerable  extent  by  funds  furnished  by  the 
occupants  themselves.  If  the  clamour  for  drink  had  a  less  terrible  hold  on  our 
working  population,  how  easy  would  it  be  for  the  bulk  of  these  people  in  manu¬ 
facturing  towns  to  place  themselves  in  equally  healthy  dwellings.  Without 
becoming  absolute  teetotalers,  the  abstention  from  a  few  glasses  of  beer  or 
spirits  weekly,  would  give  them  the  means  of  becoming  the  possessors  in  fee  of 
comfortable,  healthy,  and  enjoyable  houses. 

I  will  conclude  with  a  statement  of  the  work  done  by  the  Disinfecting 
Officers  of  the  Department  during  the  two  years  1874-6.
